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PREFACE. 



«« When the Son of man comethf shall he Jind faith on the earth ?" — 
Luke xviii. 8* 

Through the instrumentality of a/ discourse of which this 
text was the theme, I was snatched as a brand from the 
burning, and planted in the true vine, from which alone purity 
and truth are to be derived. 

It is but a short time since I possessed no religion save that 
which I fancied to be Deism, or rather such a belief of 
God as would presume to scan the measures of his eternal 
wisdom by finite reason; and thus, in denying what I had not 
the spirit to comprehend, was I heedlessly neglecting the "one 
thing needful" which God imperatively demands that all his 
creatures should seek. For many years I rioted in those 
principles which unrestrained reason naturally suggests. At 
length, without the intervention of misfortune — without having 
been afflicted by sickness or pecuniary distress, but with a 
sound body, and a perfect mind, I, as one of those who composed 
the staff of a Governor in one of our Colonies, was obliged to 
attend church in my official capacity, and on that occasion, in 
the short space of an hour, became a convert to Christianity. 
With an exceeding degree of sorrow for my past offences of 
unbelief, and with a zeal for the cause of Christ which daily 
increased, I arrived in England about eighteen months ago, 
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and, delighted as I was with the deep religious feeling which 
seemed to pervade many assemblies of the people, I imme- 
diately sought those who appeared to be the most zealous ; but 
soon discovered that the pride of doctrine was the ruling be- 
setment, and consequently found that the character of a true 
believer in Christ Jesus was not in itself sufficient to obtain 
that communion with my brethren which my heart desired* 
In this distressing situation, a stranger in the country — a 
stranger in the church— "a sparrow alone upon the house- 
top," I threw myself on my Saviour, and praying for the 
Holy Spirit, mercifully promised to "teach us all things,** 
determined, by the grace of God, to study the Scriptures, 
and judge for myself. I accordingly devoted much of my 
time to this pursuit after truth, and, having continued with 
great satisfaction until I reached the book of Revelation, I 
thought of recommencing, without reading it. I was however 
constrained as it were to go on, and, opening at the 11th 
chapter, my attention was arrested by its contents, and in 
about three hour^ I understood it nearly as explained in the 
present publication. I therefore fell on my knees, and with 
tears, and praises, and prayers, implored God to help me, iq 
order that all the world might know the real contents of the 
book. 

** My willing -soul would stay, 

In such a frame as this, 
And sit and sing herself away 

To everlasting bliss.,*' 

With repeated daily importunities to Him, my only instructor, 
I have at length been enabled to present this translation, with a 
plain reading of it, to my fellow-Christians. In doing this, 
I appeal to the simplicity of its detail — the uniformity of its 
coincidence with the Scriptures — the total absence of all in- 
vidious references to the opinions or practices of any Christian 
sect whatever — ^to the test of the plumb-line in the midst of 
the people, that the tried stone, the precious corner stone, 
the sure foundation, has not in any way been disturbed. 



I am aware that many authors, who have written on this 
subject, and who have far greater pretensions to literature and 
theological knowledge than I can presume to claim, must have 
produced a bias on the public mind favourable to their 
opinions, and that therefore I have to encounter a scepticism 
of no minor consideration. But " God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the Gospel of His Son." The symbols 
and metaphors are expressed in plain language; the persons to 
whom they allude are distinctly named ; and the whole so 
entirely "deduced from Scripture that there cannot be a doubt, 
in the mind of the attentive reader, that the explanation con- 
tained in the following pages is the true interpretation of that 
book which has remained so long unknown to the Christian 
world. It is therefore to be presumed that it was intended 
for this particular period — why, or wherefore, is not for me 
to determine. " Unsearchable are His judgments, and His 
ways past finding out." " He has hid those things from the 
wise and prudent, and revealed them unto babes. Even so, 
Father: for so it seemed good in thy sight," If, in an- 
swer to in- wrought importunate prayer, my Heavenly Father 
has granted me more than I expected, to Him be all the 
glory ; for I solemnly avow that I could not have developed 
the true meaning of this book if the Lord had not instructed 
me, and opened my understanding for the purpose. I would 
earnestly entreat my readers to seek, by fervent prayer, the 
teaching of the Spirit in perusing these pages.

I have given a reading in which the Scriptural import of 
the metaphorical terms is clearly expressed; and it is curious 
to observe that the meaning of the remaining Greek words in 
such sentences strictly conforms thereto, thus rendering the 
reading as pure a translation as the text ; for example — 

Oh KplvtiQ KoX kK^iKEiQ TO aTfxa iifiiov hirb rwy tcaroiKohrrtav iirl rfiQ ffjc I 
Tbans. — Dost thou not judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the earth ? 
Read. — Dost thou not adjudge and restore our life to them that abide in the flesh ? 

Had I not circumscribed the reading within the limits of 
the language of the text, Satan might have tempted some 
to imagine that my ingenuity had contrived a plausible story. 
Conscious of my sincerity before God, I trust to the Spirit 
to convey to the minds of others those enlarged conceptions 
and views which the light thus aflforded is calculated to 
supply. 



INTRODUCTION. 
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" For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways, saith the Lord. For as the heavens are higher than the earth, so are 
my ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts. 
For as the rain cometh down and the snow from heaven, and retumeth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to the eater ; so shall my word be 
that goeth forth out of my mouth : it shall not return unto me void, but it' 
•hall accomplish that which I ^ease, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it." — Isaiah Iv. 8 — 11. 

By the preamble to this interestiiig book of Revelation the inspired 
writer seems to imply that the subject matter of it should remain as 
sealed until Qod in his own time, and for his own purpose, should 
develop the same for the guidance of the church. See ch. i. rer. 3. 

There are two distinct visions : one an interview with our blessed 
Lord — ^the other a detail of fhe circumstances attending the old and new 
covenants. In the first vision, "being in the spirit on the Lord's day,'' 
John saw Jesus in glory, and fell at his feet as if dead. But he laid his 
right hand on him, saying, " Fear not, I am the first and the last : I 
am he that liveth and was dead, and behold I am alive in ages of 
ages, Amen ; and have the keys of hell and of death. Write the 
things which thou hast seen, and the things which are, and the things 
which shall be on account of these things." Jesus then gave in- 
structions for the seven churches in Asia which required the observa- 
tions they contained, lest the errors which they had fallen into should 
be transmitted to the future ages of the church. John having been 
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aroused from this vision, and pondering on the subject of the commu^ 
nication he had received, " looked, and behold a door opened in hea- 
ven ;" and a voice, talking with him, said. Come up hither, and I will 
show you things which it behoveth to have been on account of these 
things, ch. iv. ver. 1. And immediately he was again in the spirit, 
and saw the second vision. 

The fourth chapter contains an account of the ark of the covenant, 
which, having been lost by the misconduct of Saul, was restored to 
David through the Lamb, and recorded in heaven, till it should ap- 
pear in the world in the blessed Redeemer, who was himself the 
Temple and the Ark, of which that now given to David was the 
earthly type and exact foreshadow. And, as by this chapter \ve are 
informed that a counterpart of the ark is registered in heaven, so we 
are also shown that the character and conduct of the kings who pre- 
sided at the ceremonial worship thereof, as well as those of the twenty- 
four elders and people, were also marked ; but particularly the conduct 
of the kings who are represented as beasts having wings, under which 
they gathered their congregations, and with eyes within and without, 
or spiritual and fleshly eyes, they watched and fostered according to 
their individual dispositions. Thus, the lion is remarkable for its 
strength of vision (denoting prophecy), activity, boldness, generosity, 
gratitude, and strength, as was David. The calf, in the Greek word 
M6iTxos, here used for calf, also signifies a tender branch. (Solomon 
my son, whom alone God has chosen, is yet young and tender, 
1 Chron. xxix. 1.) It is distinguished for sweetness of breath (the 
savour of the wisdom of holiness), docility, and meekness, as was 
Solomon, The beast like a man is emblematical of fi*ailty, and re- 
presents Rehoboam. The flying eagle is notorious for rapacity, and 
is continually hovering in search of prey, figuring Jeroboam. Those 
beasts therefore appear at the same time round the altar, to exhibit 
the righteousness and power of David, the wisdom and strength of 
Solomon, the indifierence and frailty of Rehoboam, and the rapacity 
and blasphemy of Jeroboam, who had also covenanted with God, but. 
by his apostasy had laid the foundation of the destruction of Israel^ 
or that portion of the twelve tribes which was taken from the house 
of David, because of the sinful conduct of Solomon in his lattei 
days. The chapter concludes with remarking that, whensoever they 
(the beasts) shall give glory to God, the twenty-four elders 
SHALL PROSTRATE themsclvcs in prayer; thus signifying at once the 
condition of the covenant made with each, and that their precept, and 
example, and prayers, would not only be accepted before the altar of 
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God, but also implying that, when kings shall humble themselves, the 
people shall do so likewise. It is to be remarked that this vision of 
the ark and those who worshipped there is not limited to a moment of 
time, but to the whole period from David to the end of the reign of 
Jeroboam : for, although John saw them at one view as beasts wor^ 
shipping, and likewise the various persons around, yet it was as the 
record of their conduct, which he did not perceive until the seals were 
opened, when each beast was seen to usher in the soul of the person 
whose character and conduct it represented. 

This description of the ark and acceptable mode of worship being 
concluded, the 6th chapter details the grant of the ark and covenant 
to the Lsunb, the Lion of the tribe of Judah^ the Root of David ; for 
it appears that, as Saul had not kept the commandments of the Lord, 
it had been declared that ** his kingdom should not continue ;" there- 
fore, an angel proclaimed with a loud voice, " Who is worthy to open 
the book (covenant) and loose the seals thereof? And no man in 
heaven or earth was found worthy to open the covenant, neither ta 
look thereon*' (ver. 2, 3), on which account John wept, but was 
consoled by an elder, who informed him that the Root of David 
had prevailed, and accordingly he beheld a Lamb (ver. 6) placed 
as it had been slain [emblematical of the crucifixion], " which came 
[figurative of the resurrection], and took the book out of the right 
hand of him that sat upon the throne" [Jesus sitteth at the right 
hand of God}. This appears to be the act and deed recorded in heaven 
corresponding with that on earth ; for God at the same time made 
a covenant with David, to whom he declared, " thy throne shall be 
established for ever." — 2 Sam, vii. 16. David, therefore, with all 
Israel, removed the ark to Jerusalem (ver. 8), and they sung a new 
song, prepared for the occasion by David, who delivered it into the 
hand of Asaph (one of the principal singers) and his brethren, in 
which they gave glory to the Lamb for having redeemed them by his 
blood, out of every kindred, and tongue, and nation (ver. 9) ; and 
for having made them kings and priests unto God (ver. 10); in 
which all Israel, both saints and sinners, attracted by the influence and 
presence of David, gave glory to God and the Lamb in Bges of ages.— 
ver. 11 — 14. 

The 6th chaptercommencesadetail of the consequences of the conduct 

of David and of the kings and chiefs to whom this covenant descended. 

Four of these are personally identified, and the mass of the righteous 

seen by the apostle. It is to be observed, before entering on the detail, that 

the seals represent the record of the acts of men, and the trumpett 
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tHE DECREES OF GoD Connected with those acts; and also that the 
Sisal was opened by the Lamb^ and the corresponding trumpets 
sounded at the end of each reign or period to which they refer (at 
least in vision to John, although their substance, matter, or content, 
was in continual progress during each period) ; so that the Lamb hav- 
ing received the covenant, when he had opened six seals, at length 
unfolds the seventh, when he himself appears — ^the Redeemer of past 
and future offences, to those who by faith had depended, or may de- 
pend, on his ONE AND ETERNAL SACRIFICE. 

When the Lamb opened the first seal, the beast like a Lion 
said. Come and see. And John looked, and beheld David resting on 
a pure faith (ch. vi. 2), •with the crown, or emblem of the eternal 
kingdom promised to him, on his head, and the bow in his hand, em- 
blematical of the blood he shed, and for which he was not permitted 
to build the house of the Lord ; thus showing that " none are righteous, 
no not one." The corresponding trumpet sounded, and proclaimed 
the record of the effect which David's righteousness by faith pro- 
duced on the people. 

When the Lamb had opened the second seal (ch. vi. 4) the beast 
like a calf said. Come and see. And John beheld Solomon resting on a 
sin-dyed faith,with a great sword [the emblem of wisdom] in his hand, and 
the consequences and effects of his conduct were recorded. In his days 
righteousness flourished ; and, through his instrumentality, many were 
saved. But the trumpet sounding this shows that he continued not to 
fight the good fight of faith ; for in consequence of the sins of his latter 
days, when he turned from following the Lord, one-third of those abiding 
in sin perished. The second trumpet sounded (ch. viii. 18), and pro- 
claimed that a great king, burning with holy zeal (Solomon), was cast 
amidst sin ; referring to the answer of God to Solomon's prayer: " I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication that thou hast made before me : I 
have hallowed this house which thou hast built, to put my name there for 
ever; and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there perpetually." — 
1 Kings ix. 1 — 3. And " the third part of sin became life ;" referring 
to the chiefs and people of pagan nations who were converted by his 
wisdom, as follows:— Queen Sheba, having heard of the fame of 
Solomon concerning the name of the Lord, and his acts, went to 
Jerusalem^ and, finding that the reality far exceeded her expectations, 
she said to the king. It was a true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thine acts and of thy wisdom. Happy are thy men, happy are 
these thy servants, who stand continually before thee, and who hear 
iky wisdom. Blessei) be the Lord thy God, who delighted in 



thee, to set thee on the throne of Israel. And she gave the king. 9, 
hundred and twenty talents of gold, and precious stones. — 1 Kings 
X. 6 — 10. Also Pharaoh, king of Egypt, gave the city of Gaza to 
Solomon^s wife. — 1 Kings ix. 16. Also Hiram, king of Tyre, sent to 
the king six-score talents of gold. — 1 Kings ix. 14. And all the 
EARTH sought to Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which God had put 
in his heart. And they brought every man his present, vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and garments, and armour, and spices, 
horses and mules, a rate year by year. Notwithstanding this, the 
trumpet concludes by publishing that ^^a third part of those abiding in 
sin were destroyed" (ch. viii. 9), which no doubt refers to the sinful 
conduct of his latter days. When the Lamb had opened the third 
seal (ch. vi. 6), the beast having the appearance of a man said, Come 
and see. And John looked^ and beheld (Rehoboam) resting on f^ dead 
faith, and holding in his hand a yoke, emblematical of the yoke he 
imposed on the people, when he said, " I will add to your yoke ; my 
father chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions;" 
for which cause Israel rebelled against the house of David unto this 
day, and made Jeroboam king over them, and none followed the house 
of David but the tribe of Judah only." — 1 Kings xii. The third 
trumpet sounded (ch. viii. 10), and there " fell from heaven a great 
angel burning as it were a lamp" (figuring that Rehoboam, one of the 
great lamps of Israel, had departed from his trust), and his name was 
Wormwood;" referring to the bitterness of Rehoboam's oppression, 
which was so great that the altar whereat he might have presided in 
peace was deserted, and idolatry of every kind was substituted for the 
worship of the true God. When the Lamb had opened the fourth 
SEAL the beast like unto a flying eagle said. Gome and see. 
Accordingly John looked, and beheld Jeroboam " hovering over 
the shadow of faith ; his name was Death, and Hell followed with 
him, and he assumed an influence which produced discord and hunger, 
death and idolatry." — ch. vi. 8. The fourth trumpet sounded 
(ch. viii. 12), and it was recorded that the righteous were smitten, the 
altars of Gt)d profaned, and the third part of the holy prophets were 
darkened [Jeroboam removed the priests the Levites, and filled their 
office from the lowest classes], and the extent of mischief done was 
incalculable by hui&em understanding. In consequence of this an 
angel is seen, with a loud voice proclaiming, Woe, woe, woe, to those 
abiding in the flesh by reason of the other voices of the trumpets c^ 
the three angels, which are yet to sound ! thus with a plaintive and 
threatening tone foretelling the trials that the human race should 
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undergo in consequence ot the conduct of the kmgs and rulers of this 
favoured people* [Preserve us^ O Lord, from that schism which 
separates from thee ; keep us from new and strange doctrines, which is 
idolatry. Keep us from self-love and vanity — ^keep us in humility 
and simple dependence on thee — ^keepus ever abiding in Christ Jesus, 
«ver praying for the guidance and teaching of the Holy Spirit.] 

When the Lamb opened the fifth seal John saw ^^ the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of God, and the testimony which 
they held : crying with a loud voice, How long, O Lord, holy and 
irue, dost thou not adjudge and restore our life to them that abide in 
the flesh?" — ch. vi. 9, 10; thus supplicating Qod to save by his 
grace those who had been polluted by the apostasy of the subjects of 
Jeroboam, or hurt by the persecutions of Jezebel. " White robes 
were given to every one of them,'' for thia righteous and charitable 
intercession ; but they w^re told '' that they should rest yet for a 
little season, until their fellow-servants also and their brethren, that 
should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled."— ch. vi. 10, 11. 
This accords with " Let both grow up together until the harvest : and 
in the time of the harvest I will say to the reapers, Gather ye together 
first the tares, and bind them in bundles to bum them : but gather 
the wheat into my bam."— Matt. xiii. 30. 

The Fifth Trumpet sounds (ch. ix. 1)^ and an angel mshed^ 
down from heaven, having the key or custody of the idolatrous altar, 
and rent it, and poured out the ashes, from which arose a smoke, like 
that of a great furnace, darkening the sun and air. The idolaters then 
went forth amidst those abiding in the flesh, and they assumed an in- 
fluence, as the scorpions in the flesh have influence, that is in deter- 
ring the sober-minded from following the plain and simple truth of 
God, by the sting which strange, selfish doctrine, or idolatry, pro- 
duces } but they were restrained or withheld from ^ infecting the 
young and tender plants, either the trees" in the vineyard, drawing 
after them only such as ^^kept not the seal of God on their fore- 
heads." — ^verse 4. Yet such was the persecution of the saints and 
prophets of the Lord that men sought death and could not find it 
(verse 6), and desired to die and death fled from them [of these Elias 
was one — 1 KLings xix, 1 — 10]. *^ As horses prepared foi battle,*' 
they trampled on the worshippers of the true jBod, and abandoned 
themselves to the most disgusting abominations«^-verse 8. Their 
prayers were uttered as from throats of iron — ^the praise of their 
congregation was as the praise of instroments of war — and they 
professed many and divers faiths, in which they were instructed 
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by their false prophets. — er. 10. In all these destructive works they 
were headed and supported by the angel of the bottomless pit (idola^ 
trous altar) Jeroboam [the destroyer], verse 11 ; for, although he did 
not live during the whole period which this trumpet annoimces, yet 
his principles governed the nation even till the Lord removed it out 
of his sight, as recorded in 2 Kings xvii. 21 — 23: — ^'^ And Jeroboam 
drove Israel from following the Lord, and made them sin a great sin. 
For the children of Israel walked in all the sins of Jeroboau 
which he did; they departed not fix)ra them, until the Lord 
REMOVED Israel out of his sight, as he had sadd by all his 
servants the prophets. So was Israel carried out of their own land to 
Assyria imto this day." — ^The first woe is passed. 

When the Lamb had opened the Sixth Seal (ch. vi. 12), at the 
beginning of the reign of Josiah, the above idolatrous practices were 
prevailing in Judah, the altar of God was profaned by idols, and the 
favoured race of kings had turned themselves from the covenant. This 
detestable apostasy had previously attained its climax in the reign of 
Manasseh, when the Lord declared, " I will remove Judah out of my 
sight as I have removed Israel, and will cut off this city of Jerusalem 
which I have chosen, and the house of which I said. My name shall be 
there." — 2 Kings xxiii. 26, 27. The young king, Josiah, was piously 
disposed, and ordered the temple to be repaired, in which work Hil* 
kiah, the high priest, being zealously engaged, found the book of the 
Law, which he immediately sent to the king by Shaphan the scribe* 
The threats contained therein so alarmed Josiah that he rent his 
clothes (2 Kings xxii. 11), and, having enquired of the Lord for him 
and the people and all Judah (2 Kings xxii. 13), the Lord said, 
''My wrath shall be kindled against this* place, and shall not be 
quenched; but because thou hast humbled thyself before the Lord 
when thou heardest what I spoke against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof — that they should become a desolation and a 
curse, and hast rent thy clothes, and wept before me^ — I also have 
heard thee, saith the Lord ; therefore thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil that I will bring on this place." — 2 Kings xxii.. 17, 19^ 80» 
[To. avoid digression, John finishes this detail te the destruction 
of Jerusalem; and in the seventh chapter shows the measures which 
God had taken for this purpose, but which he only withheld for 
the sake of Josiah.] This produced ^* great fear among those 
abiding in the Jlesh,'' and occasioned mental distress to the righteotis 
by whose tears, and pratfers, and exertions, '* the ceremonial wor^ 
ship became life*'* — ch. vi.. 12. But this attempt to revive tha 
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people to a sense of their duty to Ood was not of long duration ; 
for Josiahy having gone forth at the expiration of thirteen years 
to fight against Nechoh^ contrary to the word of the Lord, he was 
slain^ and only saw the commencement of the destruction which the 
Lord had prepared for Judah. Thus the king for whose sake the 
Lord restrained his wrath, having lived but a short time in promoting 
this revival, the fruit of his labour was yet green, and "/e// to the 
earth as a Jig-tree casteth her untimely Jigs when she is shaken by a 
mighty wind, and heaven departed in like manner as the rolled-up 
book" (ver. 13, 14), that is, in like manner as God had rolled up the 
covenant by his declaration that he would remove Judah out of his 
sight because of the sins of Manasseh, which the Lord would not 
pardon. — 2 Kings xxiv. 2 — 4. Nechoh turned upon Jerusalem and 
conquered it, and it would appear that he was the instrument of the 
messenger sent to loose ^' the four angels, bound on the great river 
Euphrates " (as vnll be seen in the trumpet) ; for his success excited 
the alarm of the Chaldeans, and Nebuchadnezzar marched against 
him, and gained a complete victory over him at Carchemish, a city on 
the Euphrates, and pursuing his victory rendered himself master of 
Canaan and a part of Phenice, and attacked Jerusalem vnth bands 
of the Syrians, and bands of the Chaldees, and bands of the Moabites, 
and bands of the children of Ammon [those whom the four angels 
restrained]. And the city was broken up, and all the men of warded by 
nighty by the way of the gate between two walls, which is by the king's 
garden, and the king went the way toward the plain. — 2 Kings xxiv. 1 — 4. 
Thus " the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, 
and the chief captains, and mighty men, and every bondman, and 
every freeman, hid themselves in the dens and rocks of the moun- 
tains/' — Rev. vi. 16. And that the mountains and islands (or kings, 
rulers, and chiefs) were moved out of their places, is explained by 
Nebuchadnezzar's having captured the fugitives, bound them with fet- 
ters, and carried them to Babylon (2 Kings xxiv. 1 — 4), after having 
totally destroyed the temple and the walls of the city. The few who 
were left, as vine-dressers and husbandmen, subsequently fled to 
Egypt, afraid lest the Chaldees should revenge on them the murder 
of Gedaliah. — 2 Kings xxv. 22, 26, 26. And thus the poor as well 
as THE RICH hid themselves, '' and said to the mountains and rocks^ 
Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the 
throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb (God had decreed this^ 
and the Lamb had opened the seal) : for the great day of his wrath 
U come, and who shall be able to stand ?" — (ch. vi. ver. 16, 17.) 
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The seventh chapter continues the detail of the sixth seal, and 
shows the manner in which God withheld his determination to destroy 
Jerasalem^ for the sake of Josiah, as before stated ; and^ accordinglyi 
John saw four angels holding the four winds (armies) of the earthy 
and he also saw another angel commanding them to continue to re- 
strain them till the servants of God were sealed on their foreheads ; 
and 124,000 of all the tribes of the children of Israel were sealed. 
These were the number that aided Josiah in mourning for sin, and in 
worshipping the God of their fathers (ch, vii. ver. 4) ; and with them 
was a great multitude of all nations, which no man could number, 
standing before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms in 
their hands, which were those who had the seal on their foreheads 
prior to this period.— ch. vii. ver. 9. Therefore were they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day and night in his temple, and he 
that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among them. They shall hun- 
ger no more, neither thirst any more, neither shall the sun light on 
them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall feed them, and shall lead them to fountains of living 
waters : and Grod shall wipe away all tears from their eyes, — ch. vii. 
ver. 16 — 17. 

The Sixth Trumpet sounded (ch. 9, ver. 14) ; and John heard 
a voice from the four horns of the golden altar (a voice correspondent 
with the act of disobedience in Josiah, who, in opposition to the word 
of God, went out to fight Nechoh), commanding the angel who had 
this trumpet to loose the four angels, who were prepared for 

THE HOUR, AND DAY, AND MONTH, AND YEAR, for tO slay the third 

part of men (Israel was entitled the third part of men by Isaiah, 
ch. 19, ver. 24), Accordingly they loosed the Chaldees, Syrians, Mo- 
abites, and Ammonites, who, under the command of Nebuchadnezzar, 
in the ninth year of his reign, in the tenth month, on the 
TENTH DAY of the month, conquered Jerusalem and destroyed the tem- 
ple, taking the king and principal persons prisoners, as stated in the sixth 
seal. Nebuchadnezzar having been excited to undertake this expedition 
by the conquests of Nechoh king of Egypt, it would appear that the 
latter was the instrument of the angel who received the command to 
loose those who were bound on the Euphrates. The number of these 
people is stated as innumerable ; for indeed they were composed of all 
nations. Yet, notwithstanding this destruction, "they repented not of 
their sins." — ch. ix. ver. 2. Thus concludes the declaration of the sixth 
trumpet; and here the announcement "The second woe is past" 
should follow (as that of the first succeeded the destruction of Israel, 
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fifth seal). But; before this was uttered^ a mighty angel, having the 
-gospel in his hand, came down from heaven (ch. x. ver. 1), and, re- 
straining sin and flesh (x. 6), solemnly announced " that there shoaW 
be time no longer, but in the days of the voice of the seventh angel, 
when he shall begin to sound." — ^ver. 7. The voice from heaven now 
told John to take the gospel from the angel, and eat it up. He found 
it sweet in his mouth, because it tasted of eternal life ; but, when he 
had swallowed it, his belly was embittered by the feeling that it con- 
tained the sufferings of Christ — ^ver. 9, 10. Thus charged with pro- 
phecy he was desired to prophesy again, and a rod was given to 
him (ch. xi. ver. 1), vrith which he was directed to limit the altar and 
those worshipping thereat, but to leave the space vrithout the temple 
unlimited ; thus showing that the Jews should be circumscribed, but 
that the Gentiles in all the world should receive the b^^fit of the 
covenant. In order to assure him of this, the two witnesses are 
described by a statement of their authority, and such a detail of their 
temporal sufferings and ultimate triumph as confirmed their identity 
in Jesus the Redeemer and John the Baptist. This having been done, 
the conclusion of the sixth trumpet was announced : — •'* The second 
woe is passed, and behold another cometh in consequence of these 
things" (ver. 14), — still showing that even in the gospel dispensation 
the dregs of the evils entailed by Manasseh would continue, till the 
third woe — the awful clay of judgment. This communication having 
been made to John at the period of time when this seal was opened, 
and immediately before the announcement of the last verse of the 
sixth trumpet, proves that John was translated in the Spirit to a 
point of time which, 684 years before Christ, closed the destruction 
of Jerusalem, and that this was the point of sight from which he 
took a retrospective and prospective view of the vision. 

When the Lamb opened the Seventh Seal, there was silence in 
heaven for the space of half an hour. The Seventh Trumpet 
announced the advent. Here the beasts, or kings who formerly 
took the lead of the ceremonial worship, discontinued this office ; and, 
as the trumpet sounded, the twenty-four elders fell on their faces and 
worshipped God, saying, " We give thee thanks, O Lord God Al- 
mighty, who art, and wast, and art about to come, because thou hast 
taken to thee thy great power, and hast reigned. And the nations 
were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the de^d, that 
they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy 
servants the prophets, and to the saints, and them that fear thy name, 
:Small and great ; and shouldest destroy them that destroy the flesh*

This implies a past action ; and to suppose that still mbre was 
to be given than he taught while on earth is irreconcilable with the 
words of our blessed Saviour uttered in fervent prayer, " I have glori- 

c 
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fied thee on earth ; I have finished the work which thou gayest me to 
do.'' The words " which God gave" refer therefore to the Revela- 
tion which had been given to Jesus as the Lamb^ when as the root of 
David he opened the book or covenant ; and hence it is reasonable to 
suppose that the words, "The Revelation which God gave to Jesus" 
means the whole and not a part. . 

John's Gospel commences thus, ^ In the beginning was the Word, 
8cc. ;'' which proves a similarity of design, and in a measure gives a re- 
ference, if not a key, to the beginning of his book of Revelation. 

This book is not merely a recapitulation of the Gospel in mysterious 
words, but a standard of the truth, explained by unchangeable ex- 
pressions to frustrate the efforts of Satan, who would produce schism, 
and misconstruction, a^ language should vary with the advance of 
nations from barbarism to civilization. Language changes, but 
metaphors, symbols, and emblems, are unalterable; because they 
appeal to vi£Lon,.and, as it were, keep before the eye of the mind a 
picture of the expression. 

The whole of my interpretation accords with Scripture from the 
beginning to the end of this first part [(and so I trust, under God's 
guidance and blessing, will the concluding number, which I shall 
publish when circumstances permit) ; therefore, when any new light 
may appear,* the truth of it must be manifest, for when the extreme 
points of two straight lines coincide, all their parts must also 
coincide. 

The seals and trumpets were not intended to be written alternately, 
as I have placed them, but the substance of the trumpet should be 
kept in inind during the reading of the seal — as two corresponding 
lines, recording the acts of men and the consequent decrees of God. 
I have attached the trumpets to the seals, to facilitate this method of 
reading, as well as to enable the reader to mark the connexion 
between them. 

To avoid digression, which would destroy the interest or weaken the 
force of the writing, the inspired Apostle frequently reverts to pre- 
ceding periods ; as for example, the 9th chapter mentions the prepara- 
tion of the Lord for the destruction of Jerusalem ; whilst the arrange-

It appears as if this were an admonitory clause, 
by which John would desire to mark the influence that kings shall have on 
their subjects, whensoever they take the lead in the worship of, and obedience 
tOy the heavenly king. The effect of this is remarkably instanced in the 
eighth and five subsequent verses of the following chapter. When David 
'*fell down before the Lamb," saints and si niters gave praise to God, 
having been attracted by the presence and example of their earthly ruler.

This and other 
conquests of Nechoh having excited the alarm of the Chaldeans, Nebu- 
chadnezzar marched against him and gained a complete victory over him at 
Carchemish, a city on the Euphrates, and, pursuing his victory, rendered 
himself master of Canaan and part of Phenice. He attacked Jerusalem 
with (see " four angels bound on the great river Euphrates," ix. 14) 
" bands of the Chaldees, and bands of the Syrians, and bands of the Moab- 
ites, and bands of the children of Ammon, and sent them against Judah to 
destroy it, according to the word of the Lord, which he spake by his 
servants the prophets.' Surely at the commandment of the Lord came this 
upon Judah, to remove them out of his sight for the sins of Manasseh, ac- 
cording to all that he did ; and also for the innocent blood that he shed (for 
he filled Jerusalem with innocent blood), which the Lord would not par- 
don.^' — 2 Rings xxiv. 2 — 4. The king of Jerusalem became the servant 
of the king of Babylon, but, having rebelled, *' it came to pass, in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came, he, and all his host, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it ; and they built forts against it round 
about. And the city was besieged unto the eleventh year of king Zede- 
kiah. And on the ninth day of the fourth month the famine prevailed 
in the city, and there was no bread for the people of the land. And the

And likewise I saw the hones in the Yitton, and them 
that sat on them, having throats of fire, and of jacinth, and brimstone : and 
the heads of the horses were as the heads of lions ; and out of their molrtha 
issued fire and smoke and brimstone. By these three were the third part 
of men killed, by the fire, and by the smoke, and by the brimstone, whicb 
issued out of their mouths. For their influences are in their oracles : 
for their false prophets, like unto tempters, had principles, and with them 
they do hurt. And the rest of the men who were not killed by these 
plagues yet repented not of the works of their hands, that they should not 
worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, and wood: 
which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk : neither repented they of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts. 

(And I saw another mighty messenger come down from heaven, clothed 
with a cloud : and a rainbow was upon his head, and his face was as it were 
the sun, and his feet as pillars of fire : and he had in his hand the Gospel 
open : and he set his right foot upon the sea, and his lehfoot on the earth. 
And he cried with a loud voice, as when a lion roareth : and, when he had 
eiied, seven thunders uttered their voices. And, when the seven thunders 
had uttered their voices, I was about to write ; and I heard a voice from 
heaven saying unto me, Seal up those things which the seven thunders 
uttered, and write them not. Ana the messenger whom I saw restraining sin

* The received translation renders this word ** censer ;" but, as the Greek 
word is XifiavwTov^ offering or incense (not Xif^aywrlvy censer), it is con- 
strued as above. — Aif^avwrbc being derived from AijJavoc, Lebanon, a 
mountain in Syria, the " offerings" are described by this word because the 
cedar which was hewn on that mountain was a part of the material which 
David had been collecting for the building of the temple ; for he '^ com- 
manded to gather together the strangers that were in the land of Israel ; 
and he set masons to hew wrought stones to build the house of God. And 
David PREPARED [this accords with collecting ofieringsl iron in abundance 
for the nails for the doors of the gates, and for the joinmgs ; and brass in 
abundance without weight ; also cedar-trees in abundance : for the 
ZiDONiANs AND THEY OF TiTRE brought much ccdar-wood to David. And 
David said, Solomon my son is young and tender, and the house that is to 
be builded for the Lord 7nust be exceeding magnifical, of fame and of 
glory throughout all countries : I will therefore now make preparation 
toT it.

For 
Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddess of the Zidonians, and after Mil- 
com the abomination of the Ammonites. And Solomon did evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and went not fully alter the Lord as did David his fa« 
ther. Then did Solomon build a hiffh place for Chemosh, the abomina^ 
tion of Moab, in the hill that is before Jerusalem ; and for Molech, the 
abomination of the children of Ammon. And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives who burnt incense and sacrificed unto their gods. And the 
Lord was angry with Solomon, because his heart was turned from the 
Lord God of Israel, who had appeared unto him twice, and had com'*' 
manded him concerning this thing, that he should not go afler other gods : 
but he kept not that which the Lord commanded. Wherefore the Lord 
said unto Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, and thou hast not 
kept my covenant and my statutes, which I have commanded thee, I will 
surely rend the kingdom firom thee, and will give it to thy servant.

The people of Israel were indeed 
the belly of the surrounding nations, and, from the reign of David to the 
latter days of Solomon, were ^^lorious ensamples of holiness ; but, from this 
period they were so contammated by the strange people to whom they 
ought to have been as rivers and fountains of living watery that there fell 
among them " a root of bitterness/' by which many were defiled. This 
is in conformity with the covenant of God, wherein the people of Israel 
were thus cautioned :-*-'* Lest there should be among you man, or woman, 
or family, or tribe, whose heart tumeth away this day from the Lord our 
God, to go and serve the gods of these nations ; lest there should be 
amonff you a root that beareu gall and wormwood." — Deut. xxix. 18. 

* The meaning of this metaphorical expression may be better understood 
as follows : — A ffreat portion of the righteous turned idolaters, and much 
of the ceremonial worship was polluted, and many of the superintendingr 
angels or ministers were smitten, so that their splendour was obscured, and 
the light, or genuine worship of God, manifested not itself in any great

the first woe, occasioned by the removal of Israel from the sight of the 
Lord, and 'which attained its climax in the reign of Manasseh, when it so 
enveloped the remnant of light in the world that God determined to de- 
stroy* Jerusalem, and thus arrest the progress of idolatry till the fulness of 
time was come when he should send his Son into the world. Yet the dregs 
of it remain till the third woe, which no doubt will be on the second advent 
of our Saviour, when the agents of darkness, as well as those who heedlessly 
slumber in it, regardless of the alarms already sounded, must expect the 
awful consequences of their own conduct.

" For he rent Israel from the house of David ; and they made Jeroboam, 
the son of Nebat, king : and Jeroboam drove Israel from following the 
Lord, and made them sin a great sin. For the children of Israel walked 
IN ALL the sins OF Jeroboam wMch he did ; they departed not from them ^ 
until the Lord removed Israel out of his sight, as he had said by all 
his servants the prophets.

'The fourteenth verse of the eleventh chapter is the close of the Sixth 
Trumpet ; but the preceding verses of the same, as well as the whole of 
this chapter, are parenthetical. From the parenthesis being thus disposed, 
it appears that the occurrences which it details were communicated to John 
at that part of time in the vision at which he saw the destruction of Jeru* 
salem, and not later ; which would be doubtful had the fourteenth verse of 
the eleventh been placed at the end of the ninth chapter. Therefore it is 
evident that John was translated in the Spirit 584 years prior to the birdi 
of Christ, as the point of sight which was the period of the ordination 
from heaven of the gospel dispensation, this being the principal object of 
the vision. Hence arises the tone of futurity in that part of the subject 
which it is known that John had personally witnessed. 

* God had rolled up or withdrawn the privileges of the covenant [" Thou 
hast made void the covenant of thy servant," — Psalm Ixxxix. 39] from the 
temporal kings and people of Jerusalem, when he destroyed it ; but, mind- 
ful of sacred promises to David, predestinated that the new mode of wor- 
ship described in the Gospel should be established by the Lamb, whose 
an^el, at this point of time in the vision, gave it to John.

' By these verses John is informed that the ceremonial worship of the 
Jews, as well as those who worshipped at the altar, should be limited ; but 
that that part of the temple to which the Gentiles had access should be 
unlimited. 

* I will give power unto my two witnesses. The witnesses existed in 
Jesus and John the Baptist. The power to be given them is uttered in 
the future tense, because the point of sight of Qie vision was 584 years 
before the advent. '' There was a man sent from God, whose name was 
John. The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all

' «« For as the Father raiaeth up the dead^ and quickeneth Mem, even so 
the Son quickeneth whom he will." — John v. 31. — This reference to 
the power of Jesus is given only to mark the similarity of ihe language 
of John's Gospel, and that of this his book of Revelation ; for it is not 
necessary to prove the extent of the authority of Jesus. Nevertheless it is 
right to show that as Elias did the very acts mentioned in the 5th and 6th 
verses as above specified, so John could have done them as often as he 
WPuld, because he had come in the spirit and power of Elias. — '' Be- 
hold, I WILL SEND TOU ElIJAH THE PROPHET BEFORE THE COMING of the 

great and dreadful day of the Lord : And he shall turn the heart of 

THE FATHERS TO THE CHILDREN, and the heart of the children to their

^ That Jesus, and John the Baptist, are to be identified by the words of this 
verse, as the witnesses that should be killed, is confirmed by our Saviour as 
follows : — " And, as they came down from the mountain, Jesus charged 
them, saying. Tell the vision to no man, until the Son of man be risen again 
from the dead. And his disciples asked him, saying. Why then say the 
scribes that Elias must first come? And Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Ellas truly shall first come, and restore all things. But I say unto you. 
That Elias is come already, and they knew him not, but have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed. Likewise shall also the Son of man 
SUFFER OF them. Then the disciples understood that he spoke unto them 
of John the Baptist." — Matthew xvii, 9 — 13. 

' The ofience was efiectually removed, because the disciples knew, not the 
Scriptures, and received not the Holy Ghost, until after the resurrection of 
Jesus. " Removed" is found in the preceding verb, airoKnyeh which 
governs it in the accusative ; but the meaning is changed on account of 
the period.

1773. The Greek word is ra Trrw/iara in the Oxford Edition, from which 
(with the above exception) this translation is made, and signifies offencfb

stumbling, and for a rock of ofience, to both the houses of Israel ; for a gin 
and for a snare to the inhabitants of Jerusalem." — Isaiah viii. 14. ** As it 
is written.

** The three days and a half, during which measures were taken to pro- 
vide against the effect of the doctrine of Jesus, are to be counted from the 
Lord^B supper. When the devil put it into the heart of Judas Iscariot to 
betray Jesus, in consequence of which he Was taken in the garden of 
Gethsemane, on Thursday, the half day, — the trial and crucifixion took 
place on Friday, — the guard watched the sepulchre on Saturday,- — the 
floldiers of the guard were bribed to say his disciples had stolen the body on 
Sunday. 

* *' Verily, rerily, I say unto you, That ye shall weep and lament, but 
THE WORLD SHALL REJOICE: and ye shall be sorrowful, but your sorrow 
shall be turned into joy." — John xvi. 20. 

' ** And afler three days and a half the Spirit of Life from God entered 
into them, that is, the power of administering life ; for Jesus was ' the re- 
surrection and the life.'" — John xi. 25. This cannot be taken for the 
power of breathing' ; for they wefe seen on Sunday morning in the sepulchre, 
when he desired Mary not to touch him because he had not yet ascended to 
his Father (John xx. 17). This exemplifies the 40th verse of the I2th chap-> 
,ter of Matthew : " For as Jonas was three days and three nights in the whale'b 
belly, so shall the Son of man be three days and three nights in the passion of 
the earth." [Translated by G. P.] Because part of Sunday after having seen 
Mary, with that part of the Thursday in which his soul was troubled, made 
one day, which, with Friday and Saturday, were the three days ; and the 
nights of Thursday, Friday, and Saturday completed the period. The dif- 
ference of this time and the three days and a half was that space occupied 
by an ascension to the Father and the re-assumption of his divine office on 
SuKDAY EVENiKG, whcu he " bfeathcd on them the Holy Ghost," and 
installed them in office by the following words : — ** Whose soever sins yfe 
remit, they are remitted unto them ; and whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained." — John xx. 22, 23.

Then the disciples went away again unto their 
own home. But Mary stood without at the sepulchre weeping : and, as she 
wept, she stooped down, and looked into the sepulchre, and seeth two 
AN6&i*s in white, sitting, the one at the head, and the other at the feet, 
where the body of Jesus had lain. And they say unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou 1 She saith unto them, Because they have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where they have laid him. And, when she had thus 
said, she reflected on things in past times, and observed Jesus standing, and 
knew not that it was Jesus. [Translated by G. P.] Jesus saith unto her. 
Woman, why weepest thou 1 whom seekest thou ? She, supposing him to be 
the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid^him, and I will take him away.

And suddenly there came a soimd from heaven as of 
a rushing mighty wind, and it filled all the house where they were sitting*

And there appeared unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, and it sat 
upon each of tnem ; and they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and be* 
gan to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. And 
there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven. Now when this was noised abroad, the multitucle came 
together, and were confounded, because that every man heard them speak 
in his own language.

And 
how hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein we were bom ? Par- 
thians, and M edes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in 
Egypt, and in the parts of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, 
Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of God.

There- 
fore, being by the right hand of God exalted, and having received of the 
Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which ye 
now see and hear.
